London, 11th Nov.—Spuaking at the 
banquet at the Guildhall, the Marquis of 
Salisbury said that all omens were peacefal. 
Tho Czarewitch during his visit to India 
would be tho guest of Her Majesty tho 
Queen, which waa s pledge of peace. Tho 
Prime Minister was confident that tho 
parleying with Italy would bya success; not 
so with Portugal ; but there was ho danger 
of sinister results in view of the universal 
arming for conflict. With regard to Tariffs 
it was important to consider whether the 
madness of our neighbours may not deflect 
Great Britain from Free Trade.
